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NOTE 

Many  of  the  photographs  and  drawings  reproduced  in  this  volume 
were  prepared  in  1938  and  1939.  At  that  time  a  somewhat  larger  page 
was  contemplated  than  that  which  now  appears  and  the  size  of  the 
illustrations  and  the  scale  of  reproduction  were  adapted  to  fit  such  a 
page.  After  the  war,  owing  to  difficulties  of  supply  which  are  too  well 
known  to  require  explanation,  this  larger  page  proved  impracticable, 
and  either  the  scale  of  reproduction  or  the  margin  of  the  page  had  to 
be  sacrificed.  It  was  felt  that  to  reduce  the  scale  of  reproduction  of 
the  earlier  drawings  by  some  awkward  ratio  such  as  9: 10  or  11 : 12 
would  not  be  desirable,  so  the  plates  are  printed  as  originally  designed 
even  though  this  in  some  cases  results  in  an  uncomfortably  crowded 
page.
